pleted battle cruiser, according to a 
Copenhagen despatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph Co., quoting a sea captain 
who is a frequent visitor to German 
ports. The battleship, which was com- 
pleted in 1005, was torpedoed in the 
Baltic In July, 1915, according to the 
captain.

pressed their belief to a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press that the 
Pommern which was sunk in the great 
naval battle was a new capital ship 
They point out that the commander of 


British submarine reported that he 


torpedoed the old battleship Pommern 
In July, 1315, and this report, they 
claim, was confirmed by survivors of 
the battleship who were landed wear- 
ing her cap band. 


The sinking of a German battleship 


in the Baltic by a British submarine 
was officially announced in the house 
of commons on July 21, 1915. It was 
stated at the time that the ship was 
believed to have been the Pommern, 
but this was promptly denied by the 
German government. 
After the Jut- 


land battle the German admiralty de- 
nied that the Pommern sunk was a 
new ship.

Ed Sweeney, who caught this shoot

This plan might be kept in mind in 


connection with the proposed erection 
Of a. new public hali. A Lowell exhibit 
would be entirely in keeping with the 
institution and this need not necessar- 
ily be so extensive that it would prove 
difficult to maintain. After the first 
cost the money needed for the display 
would be a negligible amount and 
there surely 
would be civic 
spirit 


enough in our larger industries to lead 
them to co-operate, entirely apart from 
the business value of the experiment. 
Libraries, civic halls, etc., in all parts 
of the country are constantly on the 
lookout for novel displays, and 
a 


-Made-in-Lowell" collection would be 


the wonders of freight service, 
New 


England was a great cattle producing 
country, :md it is said that like con- 
ditions would develop today^ with the 
proper backing. What is desired is 


t so much a cattle business on a. 
se scale but interest manifested by 


the farmers over a considerable area 
so thai there would he me^t for all 
and at a price that would not prove 
prohibitive. 


We are fortunate that the resources 


of this country have not been put to 
the test as they are being put to the 
test in Germany. There, 
the 
parks 


and public gardens have been put un- 
der crops and a dictator of food dotes 
out a niggardly quantity to the popu- 
lation. Here we show 
hundreds of 


thousands of acres to run to wild veg- 
etation, while there are no great herds 
of cows and sheep to benefit by the 
grass that grows in our New England 
meadows. The man who looks over 
our country spaces with an 
eye to 


business is planning on town sites or 
a factory location, while the foreign 
economist would wonder at our neg- 
lect of great farming , opportunities, 
without which no nation is safe 
or 


really prosperous. 


New England farms might not af- 


ford to many the opportunity for im- 
mense or speedy wealth, but farm life 
would be far preferable to the life 
spant by our hundreds of 
thousands 


who crowd into factories 
and 
turn 


their backs on our swamps and un- 
reclaimed places. 
.It would not be 


surprising to see a movement in the 
future for the development of the cat- 
tle industry in New England and other 
parts'of the country. 


A COSTLY LESSON 


At present we have to hire our car- 


rying done for us, although up to I860 
we were able to do 80 per cent of it 
ourselves. . Now ' we 
are 
paying 


freights which 
are 
sometimes 
1000 
times higher than In normal 
times. 


Even before the war, we were paying 
between 
$200.000,000 and 
5300,000,000 


annually to foreign ship owners—pay- 
ing profit to foreign capital and to for- 
eign labor, instead of.to our own. 


At the outbreak of the war we had 


only six American-owned bottoms car- 
rying goods back and torth on the At- 
lantic, while one German coYporation 
had a fleet of 500 ships. When 
the 


war broke, foreign 
merchant 
ships 


were either appropriated for military 
purposes or interned—and 
American 


:ommerce was for a time paralyzed. 
We could neither buy nor sell abroad. 
When commerce resumed, half 
the 


profits were taken in freight charges 
by foreign ship owners. 


The Worcester Post in the'- above 


sets the merchant 
marine 
problem 


fairly and squarely before its readers 
just as The Sun has been doing from 
time to time during 
the 
past 
two 


years. Because 
we 
are 
: prosperous 


and because 'industry is good we are 
apt to lose sight of fundamental needs, 
but no single item in our program of 
preparedness is of more importance 
than the establishment of a really na- 
tional 
American merchant 
marine. 


When the pinch comes, as 
It 
must 


sooner or later, it is the workman in 
the mills and machine shops, the prop- 
erty owner, the ordinary citizen who 
will feel it. Each of us must do what 
he can to advance our national wel- 
fare, and all should realize that the 
first essentials for the growth of the 
new America in world trade and com- 
merce is an adequate 
transportation 


system such as our government is now 
striving to create.

Do they see in'it a desire on our part 
for war or an abandonment of neutral- 
ity, or do they know that while Amer- 
ica is for a large army and navy, for 
industrial, spiritual, national and every 
other kind of preparedness, it is averse 
to war and will consent to fight only 
when it cannot maintain its honor by 
any other means'! We can only as 
sume what the foreign attitude is, but 
it must be remembered that few who 
live under foreign governments

realize or understand American ideals. 
Here is a great, prosperous and free 
people suddenly deciding that the na- 
tion should be prepared—not for war 
Vnit against war.

TurkishHeir 
Made Public 


CONSTANTINOPLE,

members thereof has so far prevented 
the details of the suicide of the lale cd lo -^ 
Turkish heir apparent, Yussof Izzedin publishing 
liffendi, from becoming known gener- 
ally. The Associated Press correspond- 
ent has just learned them from a dle- 
nttary of the prince's establishment. 


Prince Yussof Izzedin had for sev- 


eral years been suffering from an In- 
curable 
nervous 
affliction, a malady estate, 


which caused him to visit annually the Court, 
baths of Europe, 
Including those of 


Baden, a suburb of Vienna, where the 
mineral waters are said to have re- 
medial effects In such cases. 
As the 


prince grew older the 
affliction 
ad- 


vanced and when the 
European 
war 


broke out he was generally considered 
a 
very 
sick 
man. 
Despite this he 


evinced the keenest Interest In military 
affairs and undertook several tours .of 
Inspection to the Galllpoli lerrain at 
the request of the sultan, his uncle. On 
one of these trips the Associated Press 
correspondent met him at the head- 
quarters of Liman von Sanders Pacha. 
It was plain that the prince was under 
some strain. Ills conversation was 'dis- 
jointed, although his remarks were In 
themselves entirely rational. 


On the evening on which he 
died. 


.Prince Yussof Izzedin had retired at his 
usual hour, going to the apartment of 
one of his wives. Here he lay down on 
a divan. 
A few 
minutes 
later 
the 


woman heard him utter a slight groan, 
and, 
looking 
at 
the. man, saw him 


bleeding. Upon Inquiry, the prince re- 
plied that the bleeding was due to a 
slight accident, and then 
asked 
the 


woman to get him a fresh shirt. When 
she returned with this she found that 
the prince had locked the door behind 
her. She then rushed to find one of the 
attendants. 
The two returned to the 


door, but the attendant confined his 
efforts to asking the prince whether he 
could enter the room. No answer came, 
however. 


Tho woman and the attendant then 


called upon the marshal of the house- 
hold, who promptly decided to 
force 


the door. This -proved difficult, a8 the 
door was stout 
and

barred from within. In the end it had 
to be broken down piecemeal..
